Mr.  i^ayor.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure-dn  presenting  ny  First  iuinual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough,  The  report  is  in  the  sane  abbreviated  fom  as 
its  predecessors.  - 

Dr.  G.II,  Pringle  left  the  service  of  the  Council  in  June, 
on  appointment  as  I'fedical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Borough  of  V.'brthing, 
and  I succeeded  him  on  the  1st  July, 

Tho. Cbntrdl  Office, .established  in.l942,for  the  Mbdical 
Officer  of  Health  of  tho  Bridgvater  Borough  and  Rural  District,  has 
contributed  greatly  to  the  co-ordination  of  the  ’vork  of  the  tv.'o 
Authorities,  but  vMth  tho  appointment  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Mid-Somerset  (Bridgvatcr)  Divisional  Executive 
it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  clerical  staff.  This 
has  also  necessitated  additional  office  accommodation,  and  it  was, 
therefore,  suggested  that  the  School  Clinic  should  be  moved  from 
Albert  Street  to  the  Health  Centre  at  Mount  Street,  and  that  the  ground 
floor  of  the  building  vacated  at  Albert  Street,  should  become  a combined 
Health  Departm.ent  for  tho  Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils  and  the 
Divisional  Executive.  This  v/ould  bo  a great  improvement  over  the 
existing  arrangements,  in  ’./hich  the  clerical  'v/ork  of  the  Public  Health 
Deparirient  and  the  School  Medical  Services  are  carried  out  in  separate 
biiildings , 


The  birth  rate  shov/s  a rise  .from  21.90  in  1946  to  26,61  \7hile 
the  general  death  rate  show's  little  change.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  risen  from  24,89  to  34.02.  A study  of  the  causes  of  death  of 
infants  under  the  ago  of  one  year  shows  that  IQfjo  of  tho  deaths  are 
attributed  to  prematurity  or  congenital  defect. 

I wash  to  thank  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Corjnittee  for  their  support,  Afr.  Loan  and  his  assistants  for  their 
excellent  cooperation,  and  the  Heads  of  other  Departments  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year.

ipart  from  the  bi-anniial  ri.s0  in  the  incidence  of  measles  there 
has  been  « vcr3’'  lo\v  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

.It  ui.ll  be  recalled  that  there  -..us  a sharxJ  rise  in  the  incidence 
of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  throughoux  the  country  last 
summer.  The  t.hree  cases,  ’./hich  uere  notified  in  the  Borough,  Av'ore  all 
reported  uithia.a  period  of  48  hours,  and  consultation  Virit.h  some  of  the 
medical  practitioners  seemed  to  indicate  that  further  cases  might  be  ■ 
expected.  No  further  cases  vrere,  in  facx,  notified,  but  this  is  a disease 
’v.mich  is  sjproad  by  carriers  and  it  is  probable  dhat  foci  of  infection  still 
iurk  in  the  tov/n. 


The  absence  of  any  notification  of  diphtheria  is  v/orthy  of  note.

The  best  method  of  protection  is  to  give  ew.ch  child-  t',ro  irtnunising 
injections  at  one  A^ca.r  .of  .age,,  -and  a thi'rd"  reinforciiag  injection  early  in 
school  life. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  this  Eorou.gh  to  invite  parents  to 
bring  their  children  for  this  reinforcing  injection  at  5 years  of  age,  and 
during  1947  the  nuinber  attending  for  this  '..'■as  138,  Although  this  figure 
shous  a considerable  rise  over  the  cor  res})  ending  figire  for  the  T..rovious 
year,  the  number  of  children  receiving  this  rcinforc'ing  injection  is  still 
not  satisfactory.  There  is  a tendency  throughout  the  country  as  a '.diole,  for 
diphtheria  to  attack  children  of  the  older  rather  xhan  the  younger  ago  group>s, 
and  therefore,  it  is  most  important  that  the  ixanunity  of  children,  about  to 
enter  school,  shoxiLd  be  strengthened. 


Supplies  of  diphtheria  anti -toxin  are  available  at  the  Health 
Department  during:  ordinary  office  hours,  and  a small  stock  is  held  at 
Bridg'-.vater  Police  Station  and  is  available  at  any  hour. 

Tuberculosis . 

There  were  73, cases  of  respiratory  and  14  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The  figure  for  respiratory  cases 
is  26  more  than  the  previous  year. 

■■iass  Hodic.<^raphv  Unit. 


The  Iviass  Radiography  Unit  for  the  South  ..est  of  England  visited 
Bridg^v.-ator  for  one  v/eok  in  October.  The  object  of  this  method  of 
examination  is  the  early  detection  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs, 
liinature  il'iass  Radiography  enables  large  groups  of  persons  to  have  their 
chests  X-rayed  v.dth  a nininun  amount  of  interference  vdth  their  normal 
pursuits.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  nothing  abnormal  is  found. 

In  the  small  proportion  of  cases  \.'here  definite  trouble  is  discovered 
the  disease  is  usually  in  such  an  early  stage  that  treatment  can  be  given 
at  tlie  out-patient  clinic,  and  admission  to  hospital  for  a long  period  is  not 
necessary. 


Follo\.dng  the  visit  of  the  Unit  to  the  Borough,  a total  of 
19  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified.

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  at  the  earlier  part  of  1947 
are  considered  to  be  the  cause  of  the  cessation  of  the  decline  in  the 
incidence  of  scabies  v.'hich  has  been  observed  since  1942. 

I consider  that  there  v.dll  be  a noticeable  decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  during  the  coming  year,  and  it  -would  therefore  • 
bo  advisable  to  consider  combining  the  trea-tment  of  scabies  Awith  the 
treatment  of  verminous  conditions.

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AM^fUAL  REPORT  OF  TIE  ClilEJ  S.f^ITARY  INSFilCTOR  FOR  1947. 


TO: 

The  j\'iayor,  Aldernen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Bridg'Arater, 

Mr.  Hayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
Bucomber, ‘1917.  This  report  is  still  of  necessity  very  curtailed. 

Conrlaints 

During  'the  year  153  complaints  v.ere  received  and  dealt  with  under  the  Public 
health  or  Housing  Acts,  and  in  addition  there  were  79  complaints  of  rat  in- 
festation." 

In  15  bases  Statutory  Notices  were  served  but  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary 
to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Housing 

•202  houses  v/ere  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  having  housing  defects  renodiod 
■^/hilst  9 houses  were  systematically  inspected  under  the  Housing  Regulations. 
Demolition  Orders  v/ore 'made' in  respect  of  all  these  houses. 

There  are  still  a largo  number  of  houses  that  cannot  be  rendered  fit  at 
reasonable  cost  but  ^^hilst  the  present  housing  shortage  is  so  acute  progress  in 
securing  their  demolition  has  of  necessity  to  bo  slow. 

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  repairs  to  existing  houses  still  re- 
mains, mainly  due  to  the  shortago  of  labour  and  rxaterials.  The  high  cost  of 
repairs  also  moans  that  in  many  cases  owners  of  lo\v-rented  houses  are  getting 
no  return  on  their  capital  outlay  and  in  my  opinion  a case  could  certainly  be 
made  out  for  an  increase  of  the  present  controlled  rents  in  cases  where  the  ovvners 
maintain  their  houses  in  a fit  state  of  repair.  The  repair  work  carried  out  is 
sho-'.n  in  the  schedule  at  the  end  of  the  report  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  total  amount  of  repairs, 

Ovorcrov/ding 

..ith  the  completion  of  now  houses  it  was  possible  to  deal  mth  the  worst 
cases  of  overcrowding  and  11  cases  were  abated  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
21  during  191-6.  Nine  now  cases  v/ere  investigated  so  that  the  balance  vm.s  on  the 
credit  side.  The  number  of  cases  remaining  unabated  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
12. 

Veiminous  Prenisos 


The  number  of  houses  foimd  to  bo  vo  1701110035  was  10,  a slight  increase,  on  tho 
figure  for  1916.

The  nur:bcr  of  persons  retailing  milk  in  tho  Borough  is  no'.v  42,  T.diilst  there 
are  35  dairies,  coT»-sheds  and  nilkshops.  This  is  a considerable  decrease  on  tho 
pre-.,-ar  figures . 


Tho  quantity  of  Graded  nfLlk  sold  in  tho  Borough  has  greatly  increased  and 
there  are  now  7 retailors  selling  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  1 Pasteurised  milk.
